From 9
a.m. to noon both the Moderna and Johnson & Johnson COVID vaccines will be offered for those age 18 and older.
Then, from 1 to 4 p.m. the Pfizer COVID vaccine will be available for those age 12 and older. Anyone under 18 years
of age must be accompanied by a parent or legal guardian in order to be vaccinated.

ACHD reports that 40.5% of Allegany County residents are fully vaccinated against COVID-19 compared to 58.3% of all
